GROWING TALL BY EXERCISE. 


Influence of Various Kinds of Exercise 

on the Shape of the Body. 

Exercise is generally taken without any 
direct reference to the increase of height. 
Thus it often happens that the gymnastic 
feats chiefly indulged in tend rather to 
check than to increase the rate of growth. 

This applies particularly to the lifting 
of heavy weights, the use of large dumb 
bells, involving comparatively slow move- 
ments, and all exercises which tend to in- 
crease the supporting power of the spine | 
and the leg bones, even though they may 
be exercises primarily directed to increase | 
the muscular power of the arms. 

Pulling exercises, though they tend to 
increase the development of the arms in 
length as well as in girth (round the fore- 
arm chiefly), do not on the whole favor 
the development of length of limb. Sailors, 
who from boyhood upward are much em- 
ployed in pulling and hauling, are on the 
average short men, though often the de- 
velopment of strength and weight result- 
ing from their active open air lives is re- 
markable. We see oftener among them 
than in other classes brawn y chests, 
shoulders and upper arms in company 
with lower limbs which by comparison 
appear almost stunted. 

On th@ other hand, men engaged in 
hunting, or in occupations requiring much 
walking, running, leaping and the like, 
acquire well developed lower limbs, and 
are on the average taller than other clas- 
ses.— Richard A. Proctor.

are so rotten the spikes no 
longer hold; the heads do not touch 
the rails which they are to 
hold and in many cases they can 
easily be removed with the fingers, 
Why the rails do not spread I am 
unable to say. The fact that they 
seldon do invalidates all the calcula- 
tions of civil ineering and calls for 
an overhauling of mathematics. 

Under these rotting timbers are laid 
iron rails of insufficient weight, even 
for the light engines of twenty years 
ago. They are mostly worn out, 
crushed and split at the ends, eaten 
with rust, crystallized, brittle. A 
train of the usual weight os = 
thirty miles an hour would break them 
like pipestems by the blows of its 
bounding wheels—as the harder lateral 
thrust on the outer rails of curves 
would indubitably displace them. The 
economy which has denied us the ad- 
vantage of a safe track has granted us 
the security of a sluggard s On 
the western declivity of the Sierra ac- 
cidents occur at the rate of one a day, 
but terrapins are not often injured by 
falls nor snails by collision. Neverthe- 
less, travel on the Central Pacific is 
not without its perils ; the passenger is 


exposed to the terrors of senility.

As there is not 
a mile of level track over which it 
would be safe to drive an engine at 
that speed, this is not im nt.

He and 
Mr. Lemery, undismayed by their ex- 
perience on the briny, start for Eureka 
to-morrow morning on the steamer 
Los Angeies, which will be manned 
and officered by the crew of the ill- 
fated Chester.
